The Riddle of the Second, Shot. 


When Colonel; Austruther, a Brit- 


ish officer of an Indian cavalry reg- 
iment, was found dead with a bullet 
hole in his forehead and an army re- 
volvef- beside him it was assumed 
that the case was one of suicide, par- 
ticularly since Colonel Anstruther's 
health had been poor and ne had 
been living under a severe nervous 
strain for some months past. 


Had it not been for the presence 


of Sir Edward G. Cox, the eminent 
criminologist, who had made a spe- 
cialty of East Indian 
methods of 


crime, it is probable that the case 
would have been qffioiaHy recorded 
as one of self-destruction, but Sir 
Edward pointed out tha.t there were 
four sUrtling discrepancies which 
precluded the possiMlRy of tb.e sui- 
cide theory: 
First: The reyolver beside the 


body, while of the same caliber and 
make as Colonel Anstruther's, was 
not the weapon he usually carried. 


Second: The hole in the 
dead 


man's helmet was scorched around 
the edges, indicating that the shot 
had been fired at close range, while 
the wound in the forehead waa by 
no means as severe as would have 
been expected. 
Third: The hole in the helmet 


and the place at which the bullet had 
entered the forehead did not pre- 
cisely coincide. 
Fourth: An examination of the 


revolver showed that it contained 
two spent cartridges, instead of one. 


Evidently there had been two 


shots fired! But why, and by whom? 
What did Sid Edward deduce from 
the four "clues listed above? 


The answers to "these questions 


will appear tomorrow.

COMFORT STATION 


PIAKSARE READY 


Newt$a2,000 Structure Hree Will 


Be Best on National Highway, 


Is Prediction of the « 


Builders. 


Plans for a ?22,QOO public comfort 
station, embodying the most recent 
innovations in comfort station con- 
stiruction and conveniences, were in- 
troduced to the city commissioners 
at their regular weekly meeting Mon- 
day 
afternoon 
by Commissioner 


George Dayton. 
Commissioner Dayton, as superin- 


tendent of finance and city property, 
has made a careful survey of de- 
signs and equipment for the new sta- 
tion since the building was decided 
upon several years ago. On his va- 
cation this summer Mr. Daytoa fa- 
miliarized himself with similar pro- 
jects that have been completed in 
Vancouver and Victoria in British 
Columbia, and in Seattle, Portland, 
Tacoma and Los Angeles in the 
Uafted States. His research on the 
subject has resulted in the design- 
ing of what is predicted to be the 
best comfort station on the entire 
national highway between New York 
and Los Angeles. 
James 
Tyler, 
architect, drey 


sketches of the new building gratis 
for the city, 


'Being on the D. L. D.. highway, 


Lincoln gets a terrific volume of 
tourist travel from west to east as 
well as from e.ast to west. We want 
to have it said by the tourists who 
pass thru that Lincoln, has the best 
public comfort facilities of any city 
on the highway ft^m one coast to 
the other," said Mr. Dayton. "We 
have been working for a long time 
on the 
plans. Maybe it should 


have been built a little sooner, but 
by delaying a short time we have 
had an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of all the recent improve- 
ments In design. And let me tell 
you, 
when 
Lincoln's station 
is 


finished it is going to be the last 
word in that sort of project" 


The plans for the building alone, 


which is estimated to cost $11,000, 
call for a cut stone structure thirty- 
nine feet long and thirty-three feet 
wide, facing west on Ninth street 
situated directly west of the city hall 
building. Bids on the contract to 
construct the building will be opened 
September 20, and construction work 
will start soon thereafter. The con- 
tract for plumbing, heating, tile worft 
and incidentals to the equipment of 
the building will be let at a later 
date. The architecture will be simi- 
lar in style "to that of the postoffice. 


Two caretakers will split a seven- 


teen-hour daily shift, keeping the 
station open from 6 a. m. to 11 p. ro., 
with one caretaker on acitve duty at 
all times that the station is open. 
Whoever is in charge will be depu- 
tized, as a policeman, and any ir- 
regularity on the part of anyone at 
the station will not be overlooked, 
Mr. Dayton said. All parts of the 
building will be finished in white, 
which will necessitate much cleaning 
and burnishing. 
"Everything will be kept as spic 


and span as soap and water and 
elbow grease can possibly make it,' 
declared the finance commissioner. 
A shoe shining stand and conces- 
sion for the selling of tobacco and 
similar articles in popular demand 
will be conducted by concessionaires 
not officially connected with the ad- 
ministration.^

Pattangall has stumped 
the state, charging his opponent, 
State Senator Ralph O. Brewster, 
Portland, with being a klan candi- 
date and seeking the order's sup- 
port. 
Brewster conducted his campaign 


along national lines, urging his own 
election as an endorsement of Cai- 
via Coolidge. He declined to de- 
nounce the klan, asserting it was not

Some "Last Calls" 
of Final Preserving 


and Pickling Days

HE last pickle and preserve 


making of the season is done 
in cool comfort, compared to 


that of the mid-summer, so we feel 
more ambitious toward trying new 
recipes. 
City market stalls are al- 
ways well stocked and colorful with 
the products of the fall harvests. 


Preserved Quinces. 


Select ten fairly large and well- 
shaped quinces and wipe them very 
carefully with a soft cloth. Pare, 
quarter and core thoroughly, remov- 
ing the hard, seedy center, put the 
waste into a saucepan and the quince 
into the preserve kettle with just 
enough cold water to cover. Boil 
gently until tender enough to pierce 
with a broom spMnt, then lift with a 
skimmer to a colander. Measure the 
liquid and add three-quarters of a 
pint of sugar to each pint of the 
liquid. Add a small spice has: ar.d 
a thinly-sliced lemon, pits removed, 
and boil gently for seven minutes 
from the time it betrins to boil: then 
remove the spice hae and lemon, put 
in the fruit, and cook until the ede".'

What Science Now Does 


About Mental Deficiency

NE of the saddest of a doctor's experiences is 


to confess to the parents that their suspicion 
regarding the mental deficiency of their child 


is correct. 


The strength of parental love is almost beyond 


belief. I was deeply touched a while ago to witness 
the love andS devotion the father and mother, my 
hosts, showered upon their blind and deficient child. 


All primitive tribes treat as special wards their 


mentally deficient members. To affront or wound 
them is considered an act offensive to the Diety.

Whether the mentally defective child can be cured or benefited 


depends on the permanence of the physical changes. If there is hope 
of restoration of the physical condl-- — 
tion to normal there is hope of re- 
covery from the mental disturbance. 


When a baby is born his skull is 


not fully ossified. By this I mean 
that the bones of the head are far 
from complete in area and hardness. 
All of us are familiar with the "soft 
spot" on the top of the baby's head. 
When you re«t your fingers over it 
you can feel the pulsations of the 
infant's brain. 
As the child grows older the soft 
spot disappears, because the bones 
have grown at the edges until the

Of course, there is little hope for 
mental deficiency that is founded on 
an imprisoned and contracted brain. 
There are other causes of defi- 


ciency which are due to ill-health. 
Chronic intestinal trouble, for in- 
stance, may be an exciting cause for 
mental disturbances. 
Poisons de- 


velop which stupefy the brain and 
prevent its normal functioning. 
Rickets, anemia, adenoids and de- 


fective eyesight are among the con- 
ditions which interfere with mental 
health. 
Needless to say, there are endless 


numbers of things to do to assist 
the child toward normal mental de- 
velopment. They must be given sys- 
tematically,' but when so done they 
will assist in overcoming the defect.

Wisconsin's right end was left 


standing flat-footed, so surprised he 
did not even touch the maroon quar- 
ter with his finger tips. The Badger 
backfield, .with the exception of its 
safety man, had been drawn toward 
Chicago's right side by the feigned 
punt. That astounding run, started 
on Chicago's 30-yard line, did not end 
until Eckersall was downed by the 
defensive quarterback, Melsener, on 
Wisconsin's 30-yard line.

mations; and most of the time he 
was delegating the task to Walker, 
Detray and Bezdek. Frequently he 
punted. He was studying his oppon- 
ents closely, searching canmly for 
the moment when he again could 
leap out at them suddenly, catching 
them unprepared for his benumbing 
tactics. 


Such an opportunity came in the 


second- half, when the teams faced 
one another in a situation identical 
to that which had produced Walter's 
55-yard run. 
Obviously; he would 


not try that trick again. But in 
EckersalFs case the thought persist- 
ed that his opponents would reach 
such a conclusion. Moreover other 
plays, including the famous Maroon 
mass-on-tackle, which consisted of 
sending all of the backfield men thru 
tackle for short gains, had 
been 


stopped effectively. So he did that 
which it was apparent he could not 
do-^and, for the second time, got 
away with it; this time for a run 
of forty yards. 


Keeps Up Manner of Defeat 


All the time he was maintaining 


that deceptive air of defeat and de- 
jection. Looking at him, you would 
have sworn that he was convinced 
there could be only one end to the 
struggle and that would be disaster 
for Chicago. But in the active re- 
cesses of his mind other thoughts 
held sway. 


Twice, earlier in the contest, the 


Maroon had reached a point where 
a field goal seemed possible. Twice 
the Eckersall toe had directed the 
ball toward the Badger posts. But 
in the rain and the mire the pigskin, 
was obstinate. These attempts went 
astray. 


Now, with the end of the combat 


in sight, the great quarterback mar- 
shalled his resources for an attack 
that would place him in position for 
a third attempt at a field goaL Using j 
almost the same formation that had. 
produced his two sensational end 
runs, with the exception that he did 
not play back as tho for a punt, he 
pretended to pass the ball to Bezdek, 
who carried out the fiction of a low, 
hard charge at right end. Instead 
he kept the pigskin himself, andi 
sneaking around left end, negotiated 
a 32-yard dash that placed it on Wis- 
consin's 20-yard line directly in front 
of its goal posts. 


Now came the supreme test of the 


psychology 
applied by Eckersall. 


With the goal but twenty yards 
yards away, he ordered the punt for- 
mation which already had so mis- 
led the enemy. 


It was only first down. Wisconsin 


decided—quite justifiably — that he 
intended another around-end-run. It 
deployed its defense accordingly. 


In a flash 
creation 
crumbled 


around their very ears. The Maroon 
star, receiving the 
snap-back ten 


yards behind the line, dropped a kick 
squarely between the goal posts with 
such speed that the Badger ends and 
backs scarcely took a step. 


Strategy Was Repetition. 


Frantic efforts of the Wisconsin 


outfit went on to another triumph, 
this time over Michigan, 2-0 that 
gave it the western championship. 


Properly speaking, the great strat- 


egy which brought the Maroon its 
victory over Wisconsin did not rest 
in a single play, but in the repetition 
of that play 
at 
carefully forseen 


psychological intervals. 
Thus 
car- 


ried out. the football world was af- 
forded the spectacle of a tactical 
demonstration which, in my opinion, 
has never been surpassed and per- 
haps never equalled. 


It thrills me to the marrow even 


tho nearly twenty "years have passed.

MEN AND THINGS 


One of the real tests for radicalism is 


Whether a maa believes In the repeal of the 
Esch-Cummins act 
The fact that not one man 


in a thousand knows accurately just what that 
law is does not prevent nine of ten men hav- 
ing an opinion one way or the other. As show- 
ing how we lose, in politics, whatever business 
sense we possess it may be cited that the chief 
objection to the law is that it requires the in- 
terstate commerce commission to make such 
rates as will give a reasonable return on the 
capital invested in the railways of the country, 
tout does not guarantee any return whatever. 
In actual practice most of them do not earn 
§ per cent. What reasonable-minded man ob- 
jects to that as interest on money invested. It 
is the maximum and not the minimum that a 
railway may earn. The way to test it for your- 
self is to ask yourself whether, if you pos- 
aessed money for investment, you would buy 
railroad stock, with the attendant hazard be- 
cause of what it has been earning in recent 
years? 


Organized labor has achieved all of the vic- 


tories that hare made its members well-paid 
and reasonably prosperous by battling along 
economic lines. 
Now that it has gone into 


politics, there Is a chance that it is putting to 
the hazard some of the gains it has made In 
the past. Nine men out of ten want to see 
labor well paid and contented 
This is only 


natural, humane and reasonable, as nine out 
Of ten of us are laborers of one sort 
or 


another. For that reason, following the educa- 
tional campaigns that labor has conducted, a 
fairly general agreement has been reached in 
opinion on collective bargaining, the eight- 
hour day and other tenets. It is not probable 
that any wind or wave of politics will destroy 
many of the advantages gamed by labor in its 
past battles, but we have seen so much rancor 
caused by the attrition of ambitions- and per- 
sonalities In politics that we can iorsee future 
raids and counter raids, all bringing up old 
questions and their accompanying bitterness. 


It was the consensus of opinion of a group 


Of returned vacationists that the surest indi- 
cation of the lack of interest in politics on 
the part of the general public is shown in the 
feet that to mention that one is from Lincoln, 
Neb., no longer awakens a quick interest 
If 


a Lincolnite gets a thousand or twelve hundred 
miles east he finds a good many persons have 
only a vague idea of where Nebraska is and 
• little less Interest In ascertaining its loca- 
tion. Time once was when to give the old 
home town address during a presidential cam- 
paign was but the prelude to a personal ova- 
tion that consisted largely of trying to find out 
what kind of a man is he. 


A Lincoln man who has come in from the 


west tells of a farmer in western Nebraska. 
who went broke a year or two ago raising 
wheat. Hail caught his crop and he lost all. 
A banker friend came to his rescue and five 
hundred acres of wheat was seeded in 1923 
and harvested in 1924, one field yielding 57 
bushels to the acre and the balance ranging 
from twenty to thirty-five bushels to the acre. 
That man is on his feet again 
A political 


friend of his says that he is able to pay his 
debts and is so well satisfied with things as 
they are that he can't get interested much in 
politics and doesn't even know what the LaFol- 
lette platform contains.
